But being over here, he was so much in- 
terested in keeping the Radical party in 
power, that he forgot his hatred of tyran- 
ny at home, and ‘assured the President and 
the Secretary of State that something more 


than the hurrahing and lying of the Radi- 


cal press for the Prussians was necessary; 
that to entrap the phlegmatic Germans 
en masse it was most advisable that the 


President and the Secretary ot State should 


express their private sympathy for = 
German cause in the most pudlic and a 
thentic manner, It is bistory that this ws 
vice was acted upon, and united Germany, 
in this country, was satistied of the sympathy 
ot the Administration until WasHguRNE 
—the military father and the political dry- 
nurse of GRANT—gct to spouting and slob- 
bering over the tender babe ot Republican- 
ism in France. Since that the Germans don’t 
bet so much on the sympathies of the Ad- 
ministration; indeed, they see that it has 
gone back on them. And Cari Scuurz has 
been made to feel worse than that eagle ot 
Byron's Kirk White—that“it was his own 
pinion that impelled the steel.” For 
Grant has gone back on ScHuRz. The 
German vote “is played out“ tor the pres. 
ent and in the “noise and confusion” of 
Republican France, Grant takes the op- 
portunity to slide back to the support of 
unmitigated Radicalism, pure aud simple. 
He repudiates the Conservatives of Mis- 
souri, and gives ScnvuRz a slap in the face. 
He takes sides for continued distranchise- 
ment—against Gratz Brown and with 
Drake. He does it as slyly but as point. 
edly as he took sides for Prussia. “He 
writes a letter,” in which he saw fit to 
couch his pretendedly solicited sentiments 
in language nearly as follows: “As Presi- 
dent of the United States, it would not be- 
come me to take sides; but as plain L. 8. 
Graxt, I think it a duty devolved upon 
Missouri Republicans to throw overboard 
all such men as Brown and Scnunz.“ 

Thus we have a very pretty fight on 
hand in Missouri; and we may rest assured 
that GRant’s interposition will not dimin- 
ieh the heat. Meantime the Democrats 
will have an opportunity to “keep their 
powder dry.” The entranchisement of the 
distranchised white men of the State is tar 
more important than the choice of execu- 
tive officers. They will concentrate their 
strength—all who are allowed to yote—on 
the Legislature, which is all-important. 
Entranchisement is the main question up, 
even subordinating all questions of finance, 
tariffs, official power and emoluments, &c. 
The Democrats of Missouri believe that 
white men should never have been dis- 
franchised, and that diatranchisement, con- 
tinued five years after the pretext for it 
has vanished, is not only an indetensible 
wrong to the victims of it, but an injury to 
the State, an agent of dissatisfaction and a 
stench in the nostrils of Americanism: 
God speed the Democrats and Conserva- 
tives of Missouri!
